In 1895 the export of American apples to 
Germany was only 40,000 barrels, but in 1896 
it made an astounding jump to 600,000 bar- 
rels, which sold at fafr prices of from $3.50 
to $6 all over the empire. The American 
fruit met with such favor that the German 
producers wete alarmed, and the pomolo- 
gists put their heads together to hold their 
own against the “ invaders.”’ 

The victory was one of superior quality 
rather than mere cheapness of price, and it 
was evident that there was a permanent 
market for American apples in Germany un- 
less local legislation could be secured. Con- 
sul General Mason of Frankfort reported a 
year ago that hundreds of barrels of Ameri- 
can apples had been recéived which were

Frank Aldridge of 525 West One Hun- 
dred and Forty-eighth street, William 
Raymond of 160 West One Hundred and 
Thirtieth street, James Leak of East 
Bightieth street, between First and Pleas- 
ant avenues, are the men betrayed by their 
former companion, Edna Gordon. Captein 
McCluskey’s men are im hot pursuit of them. 
Théy have hurriedly left thelr palatial 
homes. 

Mrs. Gordon’s motive in giving away the 
doings of the confidence gang is revenge. 
Last week she was evicted from her lodgings 
here, and she says the members of the gang 
promised her husband, Charles Gordon, who 
is now serving a term in prisén at San 
Quentin, Cal., that they would take care of 
her. She says her husband is serving a term 
for a crime committe# by another of the 
gang simply because he would not “ peach.”’ 

These are the swindles by the gold brick 
scheme, with the profits thereof, which Mrs. 
Edna Gordon declares the band of men 
whom she betrays perpetrated in the years 
1892 and 1893. In these alleged crimes she 
admits she took part.

one of the few unfortunate lepers in Amer- 
ica, was, perhaps, the most celebrated, for, 
although his name and family connections 
have never been made public, his case has, 
nevertheless, been the subject Of many ar- 
ticles on leprosy published in the medical 
journals and in treatises on dermatology. 
Young Albury was the son of a wealthy 
Key West tobacco merchant, and during his 
stay at the Kingston Avenue Hospital he 
was supplied with everything that could 
possibly add to his comfort. It appears 


| that Albury first showed signs of the disease 


when he was 13 years old. He was at that 
time living with his father in Key West, 
Fla. The elder Albury, of course, did not 
know the nature of the disease, and he 
brought his son North in order that emi- 
nent specialists might be consulted. . 

During the year of the World's Fair Al- 
| bury journeyed with his son to Chicago, and 
there Dr. J. Nevins Hyde diagnosed the 
case as one of elephantiasis, which, in real- 
ity, is a form of leprosy. Several unavailing 
efforts were made by Albury’s father to get 
him admitted to a hospital. He was finally 
taken to the Kingston Hospital. The hos- 
pital was, of course, desirous of isolating 
Albury from the other patients, and so a 
small house was erected back of the other 
pavilions. It was at first rather difficult to 
secure a nurse to care for a leprosy patient. 
A Miss Edwards, however, finally consented 
to accept the task of caring for Albury. 

The Alburys did everything possible to 
conceal the identity of the leprosy patient, 
and it is likely that they would have suc- 
ceeded had it not been necessary to incor- 
porate the name in the death certificate 
filed in the Health office.

GRABLE: PROMOTER 


His ‘Optimism’ Catises Down- 
fall of Chemical Nation- 
al Bank Cashier. 


GETS LOANS OF $393,000. 


Securities Are Stocks and Bonds 
of Townsite, Mining, and 
Other Concerns. 


BANKER SAYS: GOLD BRICKS, 


National Politicians, Poor Ministers, 
School Teachers Contribute 
‘Names and Cash. 


CHICAGO HIS LAST HEADQUARTERS 


Light was thrown upon the Napoleonic 
operations as a promoter of Francis C. 
Grable, with offices in the Great Northern 
Hotel, and his numberless Western town- 
site, irrigation, manufacturing, and mining 
schemes, by the forced retirement of Will- 
fam J. Quinlan Jr. from the Chemical Na- 
tional Bank at New York yesterday, where 
he had served as cashier for many years. 
Quinlan’s offense was that he had loaned 
Grable and John S8. Silver of New 
York, without being duly authorized to do 
80, $393,000 of the bank's money on the 
stocks and bonds of Grable’s ‘Western 
projects. Finding that the securities which 
he had accepted would be considéred prac- 
tically worthless by the officers of the bank 
Mr. Quinian resigned. 


Grable’s Chicago Career. 

Grable’s latest Western campaign com- 
menced one month ago, when, with a retinue 
of assistants, he hired a suite of rooms at 
the Great Northern Hotel and !abored ear- 
nestly to interest local capitalists in his com- 
panies. 

One of his principal Chicago recruits is 
Mayor Carter H. Harrison. 

Grable’s assistants are accomplished men 


his employer's business. Mr. Silver is notori- | 
ous; Mr. Grable mysterious to New-York- 
ers, and yet between them they got $393,- 
000 of the funds of the richest banking 
house, in proportion ‘to its capital, that the 
financial world has ever known. 


Confesses Securities Are Bad. 

It was not until last Sunday that Cashier 
Quinlan decided to make’a clean breast of 
itall, That afternoon he called at the home 
of President Williams and told his story. 

The next day the directors met. They are 
George G. Williams, James A. Roosevelt, 
Frederick W. ‘Stevens, and Robert Goelet. 
Quinlan was a director, and he sat with 
them. He handed in his letter silently. 

The President read it aloud, and then for 
the first time the other directors knew what 

‘had been done by the cashier. 

_ The directors questioned the cashier kindly 
but he persisted that he did not mean to do 
wrong. 

: “The only hone I have is that the securi- 
‘ties will not prove worthless, gentlemen,” 
he said. 

“Is there any real solidity for this hope?’ 

Mr. Stevens asked him. 

“ No, sir,” came the answer, sadly. 

Experts were immediately put to work on 
the books. They are still at the task, but 
they have discovered nothing that shows 
anything criminal in what the cashier did. 
The accounts thus far are absolutely 
straight, so the bank officers say. 

“ He had a clear legal right to make the 
loans that he did,” said President Williams, 
“though not a moral right. The fact that 
he did not come to me and to the directors 
makes it certain, to my mind, that Quinlan 
was not mentally responsible, These schem- 
ers found him an easy victim, and the cash- 
ier, realizing at length what he had done, 
came like the honest man that he is and 
told all.” 

Talks of Gold Bricks. 

“But how did they do it, Mr. Williams?” 

** How do people sell gold*bricks?"" was the 
reply. 

“ By winning: the confidence of a weaker 
intellect.”’ 

Had Mr. Quinlan been his old self he would 
never have fallen into so palpable a scheme, 
so his friends in'the bank say, but he took 
the stock, and not long afterward the man 
came to him again and said: ; 

“We must raise $20,000 or the company 
will go under. That seems a pity, for with 
the money it will pay big profits.’ 

And so he was cajoled, and time after time 
this man came to him, and each time the 
money was advanced from the bank’s funds. 
The other man adopted the same methods, 
although he made no present of stock. His 
method was simply to assure the cashier 
that money must bt had or his alleged en- 
‘terprises should fail. 

The story is told as follows by President 
‘Williams: 

“ Mr. Quinlan had known Mr. Grable for 
some time, and six weeks ago, when the 
latter asked for a loen of $5,000 to help 
along some scheme of his, Mr. Quinlan gave

Confesses to the Loans. 


Cashier Quinlan’s letter of resignation 
reads as follows: 

“To the Directors of the Chemical Na- 
tional Bank—Gentlemen: Within the last 
few months I have made loans without con- 
sulting the President to the amount of about 
$393,000 on collaterals which I knew that you 
would not approve, and hence I have con- 
cealed these loans from you by methods 


" Formal complaints were made in 1893 
against her father, Colonel Beecher, and 
Vincent B. Schenck, charging them with 
complicity in the wrecking of the Ameri- 
can Casualty Insurance and Security com- 
pany.

Prominent Men Have Qualms. 

It was at this time that the prominent 
citizens who had lent their names so freely 
to float the enterprise began to realize the 
position in which they’ would be placed in 
the event of its collapse. 
Instead of receiving a salary of $15,000 a 
year, ex-Governor Pattison faced the possi- 
bility of a charge that he had allowed his 
name to be used as the head of a company 
which had been conducted in far too liberal 
a scale, to put it mildly. Mr. Bradley took 
the same view of the situation. At a meet- 
ing of the Philadelphia eapitalists, who, like 
Cashier Quinlan, had been led into a bad 
thing, it was decided to take heroic meas- 
ures and save their reputations at least. 
This was in October. 

Grable was turned out of the management 
of the company and ceased to have any- 
thing. to do with its affairs. The sale of 
stock was stopped so far as the Philadelphia 
people could prevent it. An Executive com- 
mittee of five members was chosen to look 
after affairs. W. K. Kurtz was deposed as 
secretary, and Percy 8. Bickmore, as the 
representative of the Philadelphia people, 
was installed in his place. A modest office 
in the Girard Building was opened, which 
bore a strange contrast to the luxurious 
fittings of the old office at 100 Broadway, 


+ New York. 


Then Governor Pattison and his colaborers 
undertook the work of reorganization. ‘The 
notes of the company which had been dis- 
posed of by Grable to repay him for his ad- 
vances at the mines amounted to about 
$160,000. They were largely held by Phila- 
delphia and New.York banks. Then there 
was an additional indebtedness of $40,000. 
The holders of the notes, with a view of 
protecting themselves, were threatening to 
* save their interest,"" and this meant, of 
course, a receiver and a wiping out of the 
interests of the thousand or more stock- 
holders who had been induced to put in their 
money from the fact that Governor Pattison 
and the other distinguished people on the list 
of officers had stood sponsor for the fanci- 
ful statements in the prospectus. | 

Governor Pattison and all his associates 
now claim to be as confident that the prop- 
erties were what they were represented to 
be as they were two yearsago. They profess 
most profound confidence In the ultimate 
success of the company, and state that there 
can be no mistake about it. But whether 
the properties were the best in the Black 
Hills or were absolutely worthless would 
have made no difference to the stockholders 
if the property passed out of the compuny’s 
hands, as it seemed bound to do unless fore- 
closure was stopped. 

Governor Pattison and his associates 
started in to see what could be done. It was 
determined to float a bond issue for $500,000, 
and the proposition was brought before the 
annual meeting of the stockholders in Jersey 
City Jan. 12. There were stormy times ai 
this meeting when the fact was placed be- 
fore the stockholders that it was not a ques- 
tion of “ certain dividends,’ but a ‘‘ math- 
ematical certainty.” tHat if they did not put 
up more money by taking bonds they would 
lose what they already had in. 


Vote “ Salvation ” Bonds. 


The upshot of it was that bonds to the 
amount of $36,000 were subscribed for. This 
was far short of the amount required. All 
through the rest of January the Philadelphia 
capitalists have been worried greatly. The 
creditors continued to threaten foreclosure, 
and a subscription for the bonds did not grow 
apace. Up to last Saturday but $160,000 had 
been subscribed. 

It is said that a large amount of the sub- 
scriptions was the direct result of the feeling 
“of moral responsibility which the men on the 
Board of Directors felt for allowing the use 
of their names in floating the stock of the 
company. The gifts of stock proved most 
expensive in the end. The fancy salaries 
which the officers were to have received have 
not been paid. There have been no divi- 
dends; nothing except more money to protect 
reputations. 

It was believed yesterday that the bond 
subscription would be successful and the 
property saved to:the stockholders, in which 
case considerable money will be expended 
in further development work. The new 
people in control of the company will take 
egal steps to compel Mr. Searles to build 
his smelter, according to his agreement. 


Some Returns in Sight. 


Thus out of the wreck which Grable 
brought to the mining company it is hoped 
that in the end there may be some returns, 
It is said that he has not been able to sell 
all of the $4,800,000 stock, and that a con- 
siderabie part of it is pledged for loans. 
Probably some of the stock appears in the 
assets of the Chemical National Bank of 
New York. 

Nothing is known in the East of the numer- 
ous Other enterprises which Grable has 
floated. His Interstate Land and Canal 
company has its office in Omaha and the 
Eastern stockholders have not felt inclined 
to start an investigation or to assume con- 
trol as they did with the mining company. 

The Edgemont Stone company paid a divi- 
dend of 4 per cent the first year. Since that 
time nothing has been paid. Rents from the

When these securities were found worthless 
Washington Quinlan killed himself. William 
J. Quinlan, now retired from the bank, sac- 
rificed his entire fortune, amounting to $150,- 
000, to make good the losses. This has al- 
ways preyed upon him, his friends assert. 

Of the $393,000 secured from the Chemical 
National Bank ft is estimated Grable re- 
ceived $243,000 and Silver $150,000. Silver is 
President of the New York Carbon company, 
with a factory at Rahway, N. J. He is the 
man who lost a valise containing $4,000 In 
cash 4 year ago and rewarded the firder with 
a 0 cent piece. He first went to New York 
when he was the junior partner of the Burns 
& Silver Manufacturing company of Bridge- 
port, Conn. He became President of the 
Charleston, Sumter and Northern railroad 
company. When the American Loan and 
Trust company failed in 1891 it was found 
that Mr. Silver was its debtor $150,000. 
When the Washington Bank failed after six 
months of life Mr. Silver was its debtor 
$60,000. He was $40,000 ahead of the Third 
National Bank. Rumor has more than once 
connected his name with thosd of Pell, 
Clawsen, and Simmons in thé troubles of the 
Murray Hill and the Sixth National Banks. 
He, however, denied all wrongdoing. ; 


Quinlan’s Quiet Life. 


The story of William J. Quinlan Jr.'s life 
outside the bank is the story of aclock which 
never ran down till today. For years and 
years Quinlan has lived in an old-fashioned 
three-story brick dwelling at 186 South Ox- 
ford street, Brooklyn. The neighborhood ° 
is not fashionable, but highly respectable. 
Mr. Quinlan is now 53 years old. He hasa 
wife and three children. The older boy is 
about 18, the second boy is 16 and is attend- 
ing school in a New Jersey academy. The 
youngest child is a daughter, 12 years old, 
and her father’s pet. 

But it is in his church life that Mr. Quinlan 
takes his greatest pleasure. He is a leading 
member of the Emmanuel Baptist Church. 
at Lafayette avenue and St. James place, 
Brooklyn, of which the Rev. John: Hamp- 
stone is pastor. By this minister, his wife 
and the church members gerefally the mi 
fortune of Mr. Quinlan is deplored as a 
church calamity. 

‘Mr. Quinlan is one of the best men in 
the world,” said Mrs. Hampstone last night. 
‘*‘He has always been foremost in church 
work and one of the most generous givers. 
He could always be seen in his pew at both 
Sunday services with one or two of his chil- 
dren. I do not think he is connected with 
the Sunday school, though he has given 
liberally to its needs.”’ - ‘

TALKS ON NICARAGUA CANAL. 


Alfred Noble, Commissioner in 1895, 
Addresses the Western Society 
of Engineers. 


Alfred Noble, member of the United States 
Board of Engineers on Deep Waterways, 
who was a member of the Nicaragua Canal 
commission in 1895, addressed the Western 
Society of Engineers at its rooms in the 
Monadnock Building last evening on ‘‘ Some 
Engineering Feats of the Proposed Nicar- 
agua Canal.”’ The address was listened to 
attentively by one of the largest gatherings 
of engineers that has recently assembled in 
this @ty. 

In part Mr. Noble said: 

“The great range of mountains which 
stretch continuously from the Arctic 
Ocean to the Straits of Magellan has two 
depressions where canal routes appear prac- 
ticable. The first is the Isthmus of Pana- 
ma, therother is Nicaragua. The latter is 
by far the shortest route, as well as the most 
convenient and most practicable.”’ 

Mr. Noble discussed the proposed route 
of the canal, dwelling upon the apparently 
insurmountable obstacles that must be over- 
come. The route, as at present decided 
upon, 4s from the Bay of Brido on the west, 
through the Rio Grande River, for ten and 
one-half miles. Then it will be cut through 
the continental divide for a distance of 
seven and one-half miles, emptying into 
’ Nicaragua Lake. A route across this lake 
of sixty-nine miles, and the second section 
of the canal begins, following the course 
of the San Juan River for twelve miles, and 
across, or, rather, through the East Divide 
for three miles, where the canal is to be cut 
straight through for about twenty miles to 
the sea. 

The total length of the proposed canal is 
to be 174 miles, of which eighty-five miles 
will have to be excavated. At one point, 
the east divide, it will be necessary to cut 
through the mountain to a depth of 328 feet 
for a distance of three miles. On the west 
it will be necessary to cut through the con- 
tinental divide to a varying depth for a dis- 
tance of seven an done-half miles.

SPIRIT -OF RETALIATION. 


Displeased at United States 
Sugar Duties. 


SANITARY REASONS SET UP. 
Washington Officials Denounce the As- 
geveration. 


GOVERNMENT TO ACT PROMPTLY. 


Berlin, Feb, 2.—The Prussian Minister of 
Finance, Dr. Miguel, issued a decree yes- 
terady prohibiting the importation of every 
kind of American fresh fruits. The decree 
has been sent to all the German ports and 
frontier stations, excepting Bavaria, Sax- 
ony, Wlrtemburg. The United States 
Embassy was not previously warned, and 
the United States Ambassador, Andrew D. 
White, sent a formal letter to the Foreign 
Office today, inquiring upon what authority 
this inimical step was taken. 

The United States Consul at Hamburg, 
Dr. Hugh Pitcairn, telegraphs that 16,000 
barrels of American apples have been for- 
bidden to be Unloaded, and that two trains 
full of American fruit have also been for- 
bidden to cross the frontier at Emmerich, 
which, aside from Hamburg, Is the principal 
place of entry for American fruit. On re- 
‘ceipt of this news Mr. White sent a second 
and stronger remonstrance to the Foreign 
Office, calling attention to the evident viola- 
tion of the treaty. 

At the Foreign Office it was learned that 
the Prussian government prohibits the entry 
of American fruit on sanitary grounds, 
claiming that California and other vermin ® 
threaten German trees and fruits. 


Discussed in Washington. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 2.—The State 
Gepartment has not yet been informed by 
Ambassador White of the decree against 
the importation of American fresh fruits 
into Germany, and the official statement 
of the matter is awaited with anxiety at 
the department, which desires to know just 
how far the German government is will- 
ing to yield to the wishes of the agrarian 
party, which insists upon the exclusion of 
all American farm prodycts which enter 
into competition with th erman farmer. 
If the facts indicate that there is as little 
foundation for this exclusion decree as was 
the case with the meat products it is said 
at the department that the President prob- 
ably will avail himself of his statutory 
power to retaliate sharply under section 5 
of the act of Aug. 30, 189). : 

Senator Perkins of California said- that 
the prevention of importation on sanitary 
grounds was a mére pretext and that it 
was simply to keep out fruits which com- 
peted with German production, and the 
order was no doubt issued as a retaliation 
against the United States because of the 
differential tariff on sugar from bounty pay- 
ing countries. 

Senator McEnery of Louisiana said: “If 
this country would only prohibit the im- 
portation of Germany’s cutlery and woolens 
there would soon be an end of any dis- 
crimination against American products, and 
according to my way of thinking that is 
what should be done.”’ 


California Fruit All Right. 
_G. B. Bragkett, chief of the pomological | 
division of the Agricultural department, 
said: “It is surprising that any charge 
‘should be made that California fruit ‘s in- 
fested with pests. The fruit from that State 
is the freest from vermin of any in the 
whole country. She has stringent -laws 
against the introduction of insect pests and 
diseases, and has a corps of inspectors who 
examine all nursery stock before it is per- 
mitted to be imported. There is littie or 
no ground for the assertion that American 
fruit shipped abroad is unsanitary. The 
pests from which American apples stuffer 
are the larvz of the coddling moth; which 
develops into a worm, and also from the 
apple maggot: The possibility of any narm 
from these, pests in apples shipped abroad is, 
however, very remote. Apples are the only 
fresh fruits which are shipped to Europe 
at this time of the year Peaches and 
oranges have been sent mostly as an ex- 
periment and they go mainly to England. 
The growth of the shipment of apples 
abroad has been enormous in the last six- 
teen years. In 1880-’81 the shipments 
amounted to 1,328,806 barrels, while in 
1896-"97 they aggtregated 2,919,846 barrels. 
Of this aggregate 111,000 barrels, valued at 
$213,482, were shipped to Hamburg, the re- 
maining number, with the exception of ap- 
proximately 100,000 barrels, going to Eng- 
lish ports. On the basis of the above in- 
dicated shipments to Hamburg it is evi- 
dent that the loss to America by the prohibi- 
tion of the importation, as stated, would 
not be as great as if this prohibition should 
apply to all Europe. The fact of this 
whole matter is that we are the ones that 
should be protected, for nearly all the in- 
sects in our fruits have been imported from 
foreign countries.”’ 


‘Congressmen Express Indignation, 

Mr. Hitt, chairman of the Committee on 
Foreign Affairs, expressed surprise at the 
step taken, particularly that it should not 
‘have been preceded with notice to our rep- 
resentative at Berlin. Mr. Hitt said it was 
evident Germany based her course on san- 
itary grounds, which would exclude the idea 
that the move was of. a political and pro- 
scriptive character. Other members of the 
House Foreign committee expressed the 
view that this was a part of Germany’s re- 
taliatory attitude toward the United States, 
Representative W. Alden Smith of Michi- 
gan, a member of the committee, said: ‘* The 
attempted exclusioniof American fruit from 
the German markets at Emmerich is not 

the first act of hostility displayed by Ger- 
many. The action should be rebuked.” 

Representative Barlow, who represents the 
Sixth California District, in which is located 
the fertile San Joaquin Valley, one of the 
great fruit districts of the State, said that 
so far as California fruit is concerned the 
German decree prohibiting the importation 
of American fruit is a mere pretext. ‘ Cal- 
ifornia fruits,” he said, “ are singularly free 
from vermin or disease of any kind. I look 
upon the ground ‘given for Dr. Miguel's de- 
cree as a mere subterfuge. No doubt exists 
in my mind that it is purely @ retaliatory 
measure.’’ 

“ The reason advanced by the German For- 
eign office,” said Representative Hilborn of 
California, “is the thinnest Kind of a pre- 
text. Nowhere in the world is fruit so free 
from disease as in California, and nowhere 
is there more care to keep it free from para- 
sites and diseases of all kinds. We do not 
even allow fruit to come into the State from 

other States without inspection. 


Chairman Dingley’s Views. 
Chairman Dingley looked over the Berlin 
cable and said: “ This is evidently a device 
to prohibit the importation of American 
fruits on alleged sanitary grounds, in line 
with the similar prohibition of American 
pork. The importation seems to be pro- 
hibited on sanitary grounds in order to 
evade the provisions of commercial treaties 
with Germany which give to imports from 
the United States equal privileges with 
imports from other countries. There is not 
the slightest ground for the allegation that 
California fruits are affected as charged, 
indeed the evidence is conclusive that they 
are especially free from parasites. The 
Unitéd States would have much more 
ground for prohibiting the importation of 
German wines on alleged sanitary grounds 
than Germany has to prohibit the importa- 
tion of American fruit or American pork on 
such gro . We have no objection to 
Germany's putting whatever duty it sees 
ft on imports of any kind, That is her own 
business. But when that government un- 
dertakes to prohibit the importation of 
products on sanitary grounds 
exist in fact it violates the

BRITAIN’S ALLEGED BACK-DOWN 


Disappointment Expressed by Conser- 
vatives and Sharp Criticism by 
the Liberals in England. 


London, Feb. 2.—The afternoon newspa- 
pers today comment in the most severe 
terms upon the alleged withdrawal of Great 
Britain’s demand for the opening of the 
port of Ta Lien Wan. Some of them refuse 
to. credit the report. 

The Globe says: ‘No wonder if the op- 
ponents of the ministry regard it as a na- 
tional humiliation when its supportefs are 
unable to find a reasonable excuse for It. 
The public was led_ to believe that .Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach and other Cabinet 
Ministers meant what they said, so the Min- 
isters have only themselves to thank if they 
lose prestige at home and abroad through 
the withdrawal of the Ta Lien Wan.de- 
mand. England, with her strength and 
enormous resources, has the game in her 
own hands if the Ministers will only play it 
with the necessary spirit.” 

‘An official statement on the subject, just 
issued, is as follows: ‘‘ No communication 
can at present be published concerning the 
Times’ Ta Lien Wan report or the negotia- 
tions as a whole. The negotiations thus far 
are absolutely confidential. Many tele- 
grams from China contain statements not 
merely going far beyond the government’s 
information, but in some instances are quite 
at variance with known facts.”’ 

The Times’ Ta Lien Wan announcement 
fas created much surprise and excitement 
among politicians, and was eagerly dis- 
cussed at the clubs., The Liberals vigorous- 
ly denounced the reported back-down of the 
British government, while the Conserva- 
tive members of the House of Commons did 
not conceal their bitter disappointment, 
Many declined to credit the report until it 
should be officially confirmed, and a promi- 
nent Conservative this afternoon offered to 
pay a substantial sum to 4 public charity 
if the reported back-down should be con- 
firmed. The Liberals declare it would be a 
humiliating surrender to Russia and a se- 
vere blow to British interests and prestige. 

The members ofthe late Cabinet are al- 
ready communicating with each other, with 
the view of using the matter as a point of 
attack upon the government during the de- 
bate upon the Queen's speech upon the re- 
assembling of Parliament. 


JAPANESE MARINE DISASTER. 


Between Seventy and Eighty People 
Lose Their Lives in a Wreck— 
Another Storm Fatality. 


San Francisco, Cal., Feb. 2.—The steamer 
Rio de Janeiro, which arrived today from 
Hongkong and Yokohama, brought the fol- 
lowing Oriental advices: 

On Dec. 24 the Japanese merchant steamer 
Nara Maru ran on a hidden rock off the 
Bescedor group and sank immediately. Of 
‘its eighty passengers and crew seven only 
reached the shore. The drowned were all 
Japanese. 

A Tokio paper says there are some 60,000 
troops in.Vladivostock ready to take the field 
at a moment's notice. 

Mr. Sands, secretary of the United States 

Legation at Seoul, Was assaulted by ajgang 
of five or six Japanese coolies at Nagasaki 
on NeW Year’s day while walking alone.

Their aggregate 
catches were 8,852, a decrease of 13,514'com- 
pared with that of 1896. 


EUROPE STRUCK BY A STORM. 


Damage to Shipping and to Property 
Generally—A Number of Yachts 
Are Sunk. 


London, Feb. 2.—Storms are prevailing 
throughout Great Britain and railroad trains 
have been greatly delayed. Severe gales 
have swépt the coast and worse weather is 
predicted for tonight, with severe cold. 

Atmospheric disturbances are reported on 
the continent from Berlin to Buda-Pesth, 
resulting in a general interruption of traffic 
and considerable damage to property, spe- 
cially at Lepliz, Bohemia, and Buda-Pesth. 
A gale has prevailed at Vienna since Sunday, 
reaching hurricane force on Sunday night. 
Itisnowsubsiding. . 

The wind blew down the lantern of the 
Little Crosby Lighthouse and set fire to the 
‘building, which was destroyed. Its three 
occupants perished, 

A hurricane has been sweeping over the 
Clyde district since last evening. A number 
of yachts have been sunk in Gourock Bay, 
‘much damage has been done to shipping off 
the coasts, and considerable destruction has 
been caused inland. 

A terrible storm has swept the coast of 
Norway during the last few days. There 
have been several shipping disasters and it 
is feared many lives have been lost.

COL. REND TALKS OF TRUSTS. 


Says the Coal Combine Is Not as Bad as 
the Legislative Pool in 
Ohio. 


Columbus, O., Feb. 2.—The Senate commit- 
tee investigating trusts met tonight. H. M. 
McGill of Cincinnati, a prominent insurance 
agent, and Colonel W. P. Rend, the well- 
known Chicago coal operator, were the prin- 
cipal witnesses. Colonel Rend declared to 
the committee that some good results might 
be obtained in investigating the Senate trust, 
which he thought existed. This thrust at 
the Republican and Democratic combine on 
the Senatorship was keenly appreciated. 
He said the lawyers had a trust to keep up 
prices, and the same was true of about every 
profession. The Colonel said the price: of 
coal was too low, and that in the interests of 
the public it ought to beraised. This would 
result in an advance of wages to the miners. 
Colonel Rend said he believed in trusts con- 
ducted in the interests of the people. He 
stated that on account of the panic in busi- 
ness the coal mine owners had formed them- 
selves into coal-selling groups, but not. 
trusts. The object was to reduce expenses. 
The price of coal had remained low not- 
withstanding these organizations. He said 
the Ohio Central Fuel company and the Cen- 
tral Hocking Fuel company had a verbal 
agreement by which the price of coal was 
regulated, but he denied that there was any 
trust. Colonel Rend advised the committee 
to drop the coal business, and Attorney 
General Monnett remarked: “ I do not think 
the welfare of the country depends upon 
coal operators.”’ 

** No; but they are more important than 
lawyers,” replied Mr. Rend.

NEARLY FIFTY DEAD 


England Storm. 


DAMAGE IN THE MILLIONS 


Boston Slowly Struggling to Its: 
Feet Again. 


WRECKS STREW THE COAST. 


Boston, Mass., Feb. 2.—[{Special.]—After a 
hard struggle this city has finally got its 
head from under the heavy snow coverlet 
which hid it, and tonight ts able to sit up and 
notice things. Eight thousand men have 
been at work ¢learing the streets of snow. 
Street cars began to run late yesterday 
afternoon, and today traffic was going on 
about as usual. Telegraphic communica- 
gion is still badly interrupted; but connection 
has been established with the outside world 
to a limited extent. 

When the morning came something over 
a million people were virtually prisoners in 
their homes. They found plenty: to do in 
shoveling through the enormous accumula 
tioas of snow. 

Provisions ran short, the corner groceries 
were speedily sold out, and a suburban milk 
panic prevailed. Hundreds of people court- 
ed their deaths by tramping through the 
slushy drifts from the suburbs in all direc- 
tions in order to get to their places of busi- 
ness. Some went on horseback and snow- 
shoes enjoyed a boomin popularity. Thou- 
sands did not even make the attempt. 

Toward night, by dint of'*‘ grumbling of 
the. locomotives,” the trains were put 
through, although no pretense of running on 
any regular schedule was observed. 

The City of Boston presented a remarkable 
sight. It wasa veritable ‘“‘white city,”’ which 
had been built as if by magic in a single 
night. The ‘‘ gilded dome” Of the State- 
house gleamed like some gigantic iceberg, 
the church spires were like crystal. When the 
sun came out today and shone upon itit was 
@ scene of beauty, cold, though—bitterly 
cold. The thermometer threatens the zero 
mark again, as the brigades of skovelers and 
teamsters, the regiments of linemen, the po- 
lice, and the fire patrol are suffering in- 
tensely. 

With the possible exception of the great 
storm in 1857, when the Minot’s Lodge Light- 
house was swept down, this city and vicinity 
have probably never had such an experi- 
ence. 

The damage done in this city is estimated 
to $1,500,000, and some place the amount 
as high as $2,000,000. On the basis of a 
million and a half total it is distributed as 
follows:

A feature of the storm was the large num- 
ber of fires in the city and surrounding 
towns while it was at its height. 

The Uphams Corner Universalist Church, 
an old landmark in the Dorchester District, 
and St. Thomas’ Episcopal Church at Taun- 
ton were burned. Serious fires also occurred 
in Lowell, Peabody, Rockland, Newton, and 
other places. 

During the blockade of the railroads many 

trains were derailed, and.a large number 
were either stuck fast or lost owing to the 
collapse of the wires. 
. No results of the storm are more painful 
to ehronicle than the awful fury of the 
Yelentiess sea and the terrible fate of the 
scores’ of brave sailors. There is no possi- 
bility of giving at this early date a full list 
of the vessels which suffered or an accurate 
account of the loss of life which accom- 
panied the disasters, but below is a list, so 
far as known, of schooners and sloops lost 
or seridusly damaged, with the location 
where they were last seen or where their 
wrecking was helplessly witnessed:

Coast Strewn with Wreck 

Up and down the coast from Cape Ann to 
Cape Cod are strewn the grim vestiges of 
the storm. Gloucester harbor was the storm 
center of wrecks, but the beachés near this 
city were not exempt from a similar specta- 
cle, while the shipping within half a mile of 
the wharves broke from their cables during 
the fearful night and worked destruction to 
themselves and their neighbors. 

It is conceded that at least twenty men 
lost their lives on Norman’s Woe. One Cap- 
tain, who was saved from a stranded vessel, 
says that on one of the schooners that went 
to pieces was a woman and a littlegirl. One 
stalwart young man was found nearly naked 
on the shore ‘near Dolliver’s Neck. The body 
was frozen stiff, and as it was well in away 
from the water the theory is that he swam 
ashore, and finding no shelter perished. 

Careful measurements show that about 
fifteen inches of snow fell during the storm. 
To illustrate the state of telegraphic com- 
munication the, story of a message that 
Jeft New Yorkis given. It was a commercial 
telegram sent by a New York broker to a 
Boston broker. He wired Havre first, the 
message was cabled back to Sydney, Cape 
Breton, and from there it was sent to the 
station of the cable at Duxbury, which is 
only forty miles from Boston. The operator 
there attempted to raise Boston, but failed. 
He managed to get the female operator at 
Cohasset, twenty-two miles from Boston. 
He begged her to take the message and send 
it by train to Boston. Trains were running 
thirteen hours late on that line. While the 
message was received before noon at Co- 
hasset, having traveled 7,000 miles, it could 
not cover the remaining distance, twenty- 
two miles, until 10 o'clock in the evening, 
when it was carried on the train. 


Snow Thirty Inches Deep. 


The Maine Central made no attempt to run 
trains. The fall of snow in Maine was 
thirty inches. Within one mile of Ports- 
mouth, N. H., two trains with 400 persons 
on board were stalled for thirteen hours. 
Some small children were among the pas- 
sengers and a man went on snowshoes to a 
farmhouse and got two pails of milk:for the 
little ones.

Providence, R. I., Feb. 2.—The greater part 
of the State is still storm-bound, with prac- 
tically no wire communication with any 
place outside of this city.

GOTHAM AWAITS A COLD WAVE. 


Big Storm Is Over in New York, but 
Forecaster Dunn Predicts a 
Fall in Temperature. 


NEW- YORK BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
New York, Feb. 2, 

The big storm is over so far as New York 
is concerned, but Forecaster Dunn says an- 
other one is on the way from the West. This 
second storm, he says, is a cold wave. The 
snow in New York State was dry and has 
interfered with traffic 4nd telegraph com- 
munication very little. Today was coid, 
with a biting wind, but was far from zero 
weather. The principal streets were pretty 
well cleared of snow and others partiaily so. 

The first train to reach this city from Bos- 
ton since the great storm blocked travel was 
the New York, New Haven and Hartford ex- 
press, which left Boston at 11 o’clock last 
night and reached the Grand Central Depot 
at 8 o’clock this morning. The engine «nd 
cars were coated with ice and snow and there 
were few passengers on board. 

All vessels arriving in the harbor today 
bore evidence of the rough weather and in- 
tense cold at sea. The big liners, with their 
sides, decks, and upper works incrusted 
with ice, and with their masts, spars, and 
ropes hung heavily with icicles, looked more 
like icebergs than vessels. In some instances 
so thick was the frozen outer garment of the 
vessels that the outlooks at Sandy Hook 
and quarantine were unable, long experi- 
enced and skillful’as they are, to report the 
names of either the tugboats or their 
charges. 

The Kaiser Wilhelm II. arrived one and 
a half days overdue. The passengérs—first 
cabin, second cabin, and steerage alike— 
looked half frozen, as they scrambled down 
the gang plank, and, indeed, they said that 
they had never jheard of a colder voyage. 
The ice on the Kaiser’s deck was removed 
by means of axes. ; 

On Jan. 28 the Kaiser was boarded by an 
immense wave. Green water went clear up 
to the bridge, tearing away the canvas and 
wrenching loose the stanchions. The water 
from this wave found its way through the 
ventilators of the second cabin, drenching 
the passengers, and frightening them badly. 

Long Island's railroad system.is buried in 
the snow. More than a hundred passengers 


have had to suffer hunger, cold, discomfort, 


and hardship... Nearly a dozen trains and 
are stalled in the drifts, and there is abso- 
lutely no relief in sight. The most powerful 
snowplow the Long Island railroads own is 
hopelessly stuck in a big drift, and the five 
engines that were “‘ bucking the drifts’ be- 
hind it are off the track. 2 

Scattered over the wilds of the island—the 
company doesn’t know. where—are half a 
dozen other trains’with their crews and pas- 

ers. The wires are down; the coal has 

rur’ out; the water tanks are frozen, and 
the water pipes have burst; and, altogether, 
Long Island and its trains are in a bad way. 
One of the stalled trains has the Mozart 
Symphony club of New York on board. Some 
of the passengers waded through the drifts 
to civilization, but most of them are there 
yet. Food has been taken them from Pe- 
conic.

The thermometer early this morning 
reached the lowest poimt it has touched this 
winter. Yesterday was bitterly cold, the 
thermometer for the greater part of the day 
standing at 3° above zero. A stinging north- 
west wind blew all the afternoon at the rate 
of thirty miles an hour, and at no time 
drovped below twenty-two miles an hour. 

People had not yet become accustomed to 

extreme cold, and the suffering was intense. 
Frosted ears and noses were plenty, and 
many people had their feet frostbitten. The 
greatest sufferers of all were the gripmen 
on cable trains and the motormen on trolley 
cars, who stood for hours in the penetrating 
cold facing the wind, which the heaviest of. 
-fur coats could not turn aside. The vesti- 
bules which humanitarians have been strug- 
gling to induce the street car companies to 
put on their cars to give their employés at 
least as much shelter as the rancher or 
farmer, who puts up windproofs and sheds 
for his cattle, were not any more in evidence 
on the fronts of the cars than they were be- 
fore the City Council ordered their immedciate 
adovtion. 

The icy condition of the streets was re- 
sponsible for more casualties than the cold 
weather itself. One man met death and sev- 
eral persons were severely injured yester- 
day as a result of the general icy conditions.

Too Cold for Outdoor Work. 


The cold was so intense that no progress 
could be made in any quarter in relieving the 
-dangerous cordition of streets and side- 
walks. Everyone was busy trying to pro- 
tect him or herself from freezing to death— 
everyone except the gripmen and motormen 
and some of the policemen. General sym- 
pathy was expressed everywhere for the un- 
protected street railway employés. Some 
of the gripmen tried to protect their faces 
from freezing by wearing domino masks. 
Warm woolen comforters would not do, for 
they had to hear the bell overhead that 
signaled them to stop or go ahead. Frozen 
noses and ears were no uncomuinon thing 
among them. The only comforting feature 
of their day and night was the service of 
hot coffee and sandwiches at the car barns. 

Commissioner of Public Works McGann 
will talk with Mayor Harrison today about 
the ordinance providing that the street rail- 
way companies shall equ:p all cars with ves- 
tibules. While the companies say they in- 
tend to introduce vestibules they hardly ex- 
pect to be able to do so this winter. Mr. 
McGann wants to find Out whether the 
Mayor will enforce the penalty named for 
failure to comply with the terms of the 
measure. 

Unfortunates without any other place to 
go and escape the bitter cold crowded into 
p lice stations and saloons. Every inch 
of room in all the police stations in town 
was taken up by the refugees from the 
rigors of the weather, and around steam 
coils and half standing against the walls 
were still more unfortunate ones, because 
they could not even find a place to lie down, 
but saw the night through standing on their 
feet or huddled in cold corners. 


Also Groundhog Day. 

It was groundhog day. Nobody saw him, 
but toward afternoon the policemen up in 
Lincoln Park, renowned for their veracity, 
declare they found his shadow frozen tightly 
to the earth and that from appearances the 
groundhog in the future will not only be an 
animal without a tail but a thing without a 
shadow. 

The sun shone brightly much of the day, 
and the shadow the groundhog made and 
which the policemen say froze to the earth 
was big and black, and.even a near-sighted 
groundhog, even if he were thinking of 
something el could not help but have ob- 
served it. And as they observed it, of course 
that makes the next six weeks as bad and 
as wintry as can be imagined. 

The intense cold promises to continue for 
several days. The indications sent out 
from the Weather bureau say that today 
may not be quite so cold as yesterday, but 
that nothing approaching a warmer temper- 
ature can be looked for within several days. 
The present cold snap is caused by a high 
pressure in the West and a low in the East 
with the high pushing into the territory 
where the low prevails. This is shown by 
the records taken at 7 o’clock fn the even- 
ing of the temperature in three cities in 
the same latitude. At Davenport the tem- 
perature was 8° below; in Chicago it was 
1° below, and in Grand Haven, Mich., it was 
8° above. 

Railway Traffic Im 

Railway traffic, impeded by the drifting 
snow, resulted in delay in the arrival of 
mail trains. The early mails, which usually 
are delievered on the second trips of letter 
carriers, were not delivered until noon, and 


-gome not until the lasttrip. There were few 


traihs on time, and the average delays were 
a half hour. Superintendent Montgomery 
of the mailing division said the mails were 
being handled as quickly as possible under 
the circumstances, but that the clerks were 
unable to work on anything like schedule 
time. He said the Chicago mails had not 
yet felt the effects of the snow-storm in the 
New England States, and he believed the 
Eastern mails which will arrive in the city 
See morning will all be delayed several 
ours.

FIRE AT GROSSE POINT. 


BUCKET BRIGADE SAVES THE VIL- 
LAGE FROM DESTRUCTION. 


Five Persons Are Injured While Fight- 
ing the Flames—Selké@ and Miller 
Greenhoyses Are Consumed, En- 
tailing a Loss of $35,000—Lack of 
Water, Pressure Endangers the 
Whole Town—Volunteers from Wil- 
mette to the Rescue of the Suburb, 


Determined work with buckets and 
blankets by the entire population of Grosse 
Point saved that village on the north shore 
from destruction by fire early last evening. 
Through lack of sufficient pressure in the 
Standpipe which connects with the Evans- 
ton water-works $35,000 worth of property 
Was destreyed in the heart of the village, 
and the flames, driven by the strong north- 
eust wind,-would have swept the main street 
clean but ror the bucket and blanket brigade. 
Five persons were injured, as follows: 
Goldberg, George, merchant; cut on left arm by 

flying glass. 

Hoth, Samuel, linesman of Wilmette fire company; 

_ coat and back burned while attempting to enter 
engine-room. 

Miller, Nicholas, 70 years old, engineer at Selke 
& Miller's greenhouse; burned about the face 
and hands, clothes burned over back and chest, 
and hair burned off, inhaled smoke and flames 
and was carried from the engine-room; wil] re- 
cover, 

Miller, Nicholas P., burned while rescuing his 


father from engine-room; inhaled smoke and 
flame. 


Steiner, Joseph, First Lieutenant of Wilmette 
volunteer fire company; hands and arms slight- 
ly burned. 

The fire started in Selke & Miller's green- 
houses, Ridge avenue and Charles street, 
and the entire plant was destroyed. Engi- 
neer Miller received his hurts while trying 
to save property in the engine-room. 

The fire was discovered by Engineer Miller, 
the aged father of the owner, just before 8 
o’clock from hishome. As he ran across the 
street he called to his son, Nicholas P. Mil- 
ler, and then rushed on toward the engine- 
room door. He threw it open and, bending 


attempt to reach the pump which operates 
pipe sprinklers throughout the hothouses. 

The son reached the door a minute later, 
| but hesitated about entering until he heard 
his father calling for help. Then he crawled 
in on his handsand knees. He found the old 
engineer prostrate on the flodr near the 
pump and with considerable difficulty 
dragged him outside. 

When Miller emerged from the boller- 
» room with his father in his arms he was met 
‘by a crowd of citizens, who had heard the 
alarm sounded by Geotge Goldberg. 

From the first it appeared impossible to 
gave the hothouses and contents, and the 
fire fighters turned their attention toward 
saving the Miller homestead. Peter Hinder 
was dispatched on horseback to Wilmette 
to ask the aid of the Wilmette volunteer 
company. Lieutenant Joseph Steiner gath- 
ered three of his men, and, with the assist- 
ance of a score of others who volunteered, 
the hose cart was hauled over the frozen 
roads to the scene of the fire, a mile west. 

As soon as the company arrived a lead of 
hose was attached to a water plug which 
Miller had had extended from the Evanston 
works for his personal use. When the 
water was turned on there was found to be 
barely pressure enough to throw a stream 
against the house and a Messenger was sent 
to the pumping station at North Evanston 
to appeal for more pressure, but the engi- 
neers were unable to furnish it. 

In less than a half hour after the fire 
was discovered the entire area of glass 
houses was on fire and the whole village 
was threatened. Then bucket lines were 
formed, connecting with all the nearby 
wells. Wet blankets were suspended from 
the roofs of the houses and kept saturated 
by the bucket passers. The roofs were 
guarded from fiying brands and in this 
way the village was protected until the 
fire subsided just before midnight. 

Mrs. Mary Selke, who for years has 
operated the flower stand in the North- 
western depot, is the senior partner of 
the firm and N. P. Miller’s mother-in-law 
The hothouses were not insured.

DAMAGING FIRE IN WINNIPEG. 


Flames Cause the Destruction of Prop- 
erty Worth Halfa Million — 
Dollars. 


Winnipeg, Manitoba, Feb. 2.—The McIn-’ 
tyre Block, in the heart of the city, was de- 
stroyed by fire at an early hour this morning.

REASON WASTED ON CRANKS LIKE 
STEWART. 


Last week Senator Stewart, from the 
bogus State of Nevada, made a speech on 
the Teller resolution, in the course of which 
he wept over the fate of silver and de- 
nounced its “ clandestine demonetization ” 
and “ the crime of 1873.” 

Undoubtedly the closing of mints to sil-, 
ver by different nations—Germany leading 
the way—hastened that decline in the value 
of silver which mine owners deplore. But 
the fall in value would have come inevita~ 
bly, even if no mints had been closed to 
silver. 

Speaking broadly, the exchange value for 
products, land and labor, of gold and sil- 
ver is fixed and determined in this country 


and Great Britain, on the continent of Eu- | 


rope, in Asia, Africa, and the rest of the> 
world, by the labor cost involved in extract- 

ing them from the earth and putting them 

on the market. 

The labor cost of from thirty to thirty- 
four ounces of silver is about the same at. 
this time as that of one ounce of gold. A 
quarter of a century ago it cost as much to 
put sixteen ounces of silver on the market 
as it did one ounce of gold. The cost of 
production of the white metal has cheap- 
ened over 50 per cent. 

The world’s product of silver in 1861 was 
3544 million ounces. It increased gradual- 
ly, until 1870 it was 43 million ounces. Duy- 
ing that period the gold price of silver. 
changed but slightly. Between 1871 and 


63 million ounces. But vommencing with 
the latter year there was a remarkable in- 
crease in the yearly product, 

This took place while the price of silver 
was falling. In 188591 million ounces were 
put on the market; in 1888 nearly 109 mil- 
lion ounces; and in 1892 153 million ounces. 
In 1893 the United States ceased buying 
54 million ounces a year and the India mints 
were closed. But the unterrified silver 
mine owners have been putting 165 million 
ounces a year on the market since then. 
In 1894, when silver was worth 63% cents 
an ounce, they produced four times as much 
as they did in 1870, when it was worth 
$1.34 an ounce. cee 

The silver mine owners have not lost 


the same period. Had that not been the 
case all but the rich mines would have been 
closed long before this.” : 
There has,been no such decrease in the 
labor cost of producing gold. Had there 


als would have been about the same today 
as it was a quarter of a century ago. And 
while the labor cost of an ounce of silver 
remains as low as it is ng “ opening of mints 
to silver” can add materially to the com- 
mercial and monetary value of that metal. 

Governments might unite in a declara- 
tion that an ounce of coined silver, the labor 
cost of which was only one thirty-third of 
that of an ounce of gold, was worth as much 
—because it was coined—as one-sixteenth 
of an ounce of gold. But that declaration 
—where there was free coinage of silver— 
would add nothing to the exchange value 
of that coin. 

Nor does Senator Stewart contend that 
it’ would. Still he is in favor of the free 
coinage of cheap silver dollars and of mak- 
ing them a legal tender retroactively in the 


payment of obligations contracted on the 


gold standard basis. His defense of this 
swindling proposition is simple. “ Money 
is the creation of law.” According to him 


a government make money ” which 


has an intrinsic value of 100 cents to the 
dollar. Then after contracts have been 
made payable in that money the govern- 
ment can “ make money ” with anexchange 


value of 40 cents to the dollar, and cred- 


itors cannot complain if they are forced to 
take 40 cents when they are entitled to 100 
cents. 

Senator Stewart explains why creditors 
should not complain. Queen Elizabeth had 
no money with which to pay her troops in 
Ireland. So she coined a lot of pot-metal 
hillings and sixpences and made them a 
legal tender in Ireland. A Dublin mer- 
chant who owed a hundred pounds in good 
money tendered his creditor a hundred 
pounds of brass money. The creditor re- 
fused to accept it. The courts decided he 
must. He argued that it would be a viola- 
tion of contract to make him accept any- 
thing besides gold or silver. The Judges 
held that a government was omnipotent 
and that whatever it called money was 
money... 

Since subservient Judges made e bad de- 
cision, in order not to offend Queen Eliza- 
beth when she was hard up, Senator Stew- 
art thinks it perfectly proper for the United 
States to debase its money and compel all 
creditors to accept payment in that debased 
money. He is unable to see anything wrong 
in it. An English precedent for cheating 
convinces him of the morality of cheating. 

It is no wonder that sound money Sen- 
ators have ceased attempting to argue with 
a crank like Stewart Facts and arguments 
are wasted on him. Heissosaturated with 
free silver rascality and so thoroughly con- 
vinced of the propriety of dishonesty that 


he is far beyond the reach of reason. It 


would take a greater miracle than that 
which converted St. Paul to convert Stew- 
art. 
; FIGHTING PURE WATER. 

The action of the Council in passing an 


ordinance for the construction of conduits 
in Thirty-ninth street and in Lawrence 


avenue, in order that the residents in all 


parts of the city—the West Side included— 
may have purer water, has incensed some 
of the “leading citizens” of that part of 
Chicago. 

They are stirred up because they think 
the construction of those conduits will in- 
terfere with their pet scheme to close the 
bridges on the South Branch between Lake 
and Twelfth streets aad to cut a ship 
canal from the lake to the South Branch. 
That channel they propose to decorate with 
a number of swing bridges, so the inHab- 
itants of Lake, Hyde Park, and the South 
Side may be able to get across it occasion- 
ally. 

‘These men, whose ulterior motive is a de- 
sire to block the lowering of the tunnels, 
threaten to go into court and enjoin the let- 
ting of the contracts for these conduits on 
the ground that the money which is to pay 
for them is to be taken out of the water 
fund. They allege that the expense of the 
work should be covered by special assess- 
ments. 

They overlook the fact that the chief ob- 
ject of these conduits is not to drain cer- 
tain sections of the city, thus adding to the 
value of certain property. The object is to 
purify the drinking water, thus benefiting 

rsons, not property. That being the case, 
it is legitimate to use the proceeds of 
water rates for the construction of these 
conduits. 

If an injunction is asked for those who 
apply for it will appear in the role of men 
who prefer that their fellow-citizens shall 
continue to drink polluted water. These 
West-Siders say that that ship canal with 
which they propose’ to bisect the South 
Side will answer all the purposes that the 
Thirty-tiinth street conduit will. But that 
costly canal’never will be bui!t. The advo- 


‘cates of the scheme ought to understand 


that. — 


It is not likely that any Cook County 
Judge will grant a permanent’ injunction 
to prevent the carrying out of measures de- 
signed. to give the people pure drinking 
water. For that would be the practical 
effect of such an injunction. So these West 
Side ship canal advocates will accomplish 
nothing by going into court except to show 
plainly how inimical are their plans to the 
health as well as the prosperity of the 
city.

INDIANA AND OREGON HEARD FROM. 

‘The Republican voters throughout the 
country are coming forward to indorse the 
action of the Huuse of Representatives in 
voting down the dishonorable Teller free 
silver resolution. 

District conventions were held on Tues- 
day in Indiana to elect members of the 
State Central committee. At all of those 


conventions the action of the House in 


rejecting the Teller resolution was com 
mended and President McKinley’s firm 
stand for sound money was applauded. 

The Republicans of the Terre Haute 
district demand “a sound finance based 
on the gold standard.”. They are not afraid 
to use the word “ gold.” . The Republicans 
of the Indianapolis district declare that— 

We congratulate the nation upon the fact that 
we have a President and a majority in the lower 
branch of Congress firm and courageous in their 
determination to uphold the integrity of our gov- 
ernment and to carry out the pledges of the party 
by enacting such legislation as will place our 
currency system upon a sound and enduring 
basis, where it will be safe from the attacks of 
repudiationists and fortified against periods of 
commercial distress. !

THE NEW ENGLAND STORM, 
, What a northeaster off the ocean can 


_do when reinforced by a big blow off the 


lakes was sufficiently demonstrated along 
the north shore of Massachusetts Bay on 
Monday night and Tuesday morning last. 


Boston was buried under a mountain of - 


snow and with telephone and telegraph 
lines blown down, and street railroads and 
steam railroads completely blocked, it was 
isolated from the rest of the world and 
practically for twenty-four hours was a 
dead city. Business itself was suspended, 
the streets were deserted, and ail the qom- 
plex machinery of a great city came to a 
standstill, 

A storm of*his character of necessity 
involves great losses not alone by the actual 
destruction of property but by the ex- 
penditures necessary to repair losses and 
by the interruption to business. » It is esti- 
mated that thelosses in Boston will amount 
to over a million dollars, while this amount 
will be swelled several millions more by 
losses in the territory immediately con- 
tiguous to the city. The individual suffer- 
ing in such cases and the distress among 
the homeless and in tenement districts is 
a factor which can hardly be estimated. 
Fortunately the cold was not intense, so 
this kind of suffering will not involve as 
much fatality as might otherwise have oc- 
curred. 

A sad feature of the storm is its fatal 
work along that rocky coast from Boston 
to Cape Ann, where there are few harbors 
of refuge and many reefs and rocky islands 
upon which vessels are liable to be driven 
by violent ‘northeasters like that of Monday 
last. Thirty or more vessels were either 
wrecked or badly crippled, and it is prob- 
able that at least twenty-five tives were 
lost on the water, while wind, electricity, 
and fire were working mischief on shore. 
The historic reef of Norman’s Woe, lying 
off beautiful Magnolia and beloved of sum- 
mer tourists, repeated the story of the 
Hesperus four times over on that dread- 
ful night in the darkness and storm. 

While the area between Boston and New 
Bedford seems to have been the center of 


the storm, it was a widespread one. North- |} 


ward it reached Waterville, Me., while 
westward it extended to Central New York, 
though its destructiveness diminished as 
the distance from Boston increased. All 
the New England States suffered some in 


| addition to the suffering which has been 


caused during the last few days by the 
intense and almost unprecedented cold. 
Thus far Chicago has been signally fa- 
vored. Its snowfall has. been of little ac- 
count as compared with that at Boston, 
but it has been sufficient to make excellent 
sleighing, and the temperature, a few de- 
grees above zero, makes delightful winter 
weather.

JOHN SHERMAN’S “CRIME.” 

In the House debate on the Teller free

John Sherman's alleged “crime.” con- 
sists in preventing this country from resum- 
ing specie payments in depreciated silver 
dollars, and in preventing it from abandon 
ing the gold standard of the previous seven- 
ty years, and adopting the single silver 
standard the same as Mexico did. When 
specie resumption began, Jan. 1, 1878, the 
silver in a dollar had declined to 93 cents 
in gold value. If the act of 1873 had not 
been passed, no gold dollars would have 
been coined for common circulation; silver 
dollars were the only hard money that 
would have been current. Greenbacks and 
bank notes would have declined ‘instantly 
to the par of silver. My 1880 the value of 
the silver dollar/and the paper currency 
would have been below 80 cents in gold 
value, and labor would have been cheated 
out of one-fifth of the reward of its toil. 
By the arrival of 1885 the value of the 


‘silver dollar would have been about 73 


cents; and by 1890, after the speculation 
flurry was past, its valu: would have been 
down to 65; and after that it. would have 
declined to 60 cents, to 55 cents, to 50 
eents, and now about 44 cents; and all 
the paper currency would be on the same 
low level in which it was redeemed. 

The average decline since 1872 to 1898 
would have been 3 per cent a year. The 
purchasing power of silver would have 
shriveled that much and labor would have 
lost that much yearly in the value of its 
wages, 

Just reflect a moment on the consequences 
to the wage workers if the “crime” had 
not been committed, which is credited to 
John Sherman by Rhea of Kentucky. In 
the first place, about one-half of the adult 
males of the United States earn their 
living by working for wages, besides severa! 
millions of females and boys. In 1878. 
when the resumption act went into effect 
and the greenbacks reached par in gold, 
there were about 12,000,000 of wage work- 
ers in the United States. That number 
has increased by the growth of popula- 
tion to the vicinity of twenty millions.

Third—And the official statistics of Con- 
gress show that they have received about 
2 per cent increased grains of gold each 
year, estimating on a broad average. 

This steady increase of gold wages has 
been traced back to 1850. Since then the 
wages of labor in gold have more than 
doubled. Wages, counted and paid in gold 
standard money, are Still rising at about 
the same 2 per cent a year.

If the trades unions would only for their 
own good take up and study “ the crime of 
1873” they would discover it was a great 
blessing to them in disguise; and they 
would call on all wage workers to go to 
the polls and vote to send all such fel- 
lows as Rhea to the “hottest hades,” and 
with him all other enemies of labor who 
seek to pay the workingman in slumping 
Lalf-value silver money.

HOUSE PASSES THE REVENUE BILL. 

The House passed the revenue bill yes- 
terday without an emergency clause. It 
got 81 votes, or four more than wus neces- 
sary. Only two Democruts—a La Salle 
County man and one from Scott County— 
voted for it. If powerful influences had 
not been brought to bear on some Repub- 
lican “kickers” from this county they 
would have been on the wrong side, and the 
bill would not have received the necessary 
number of votes. 7 

This measure abolishes the Town As- 
sessors in Chicago, but leaves them in the 
rest of Cook County. It provides for an 
elective board of assessors and an elective 
board of review. Property is to be listed 
at its fair cash value, but the maximum tax 
levy of any municipal corporation must not 
exceed one-fourth the rates allowed now by 
law, and the aggregate tax levy in this 
county must not exceed 1 per cent of the as- 
sessed valuation. 

The Senate bill which passed that body 
ten days ago, and which the House has de- 
clined to take any notice of, retains the 
Township Assessors and adds boards of su- 
pervision and review. But no assessment 
system will be honest which rests on the 
rotten basis of valuations made by Town 
Assessors. Therefore the Senate bill is un- 
acceptable to the taxpayers. 

They want the Senate to drop its measure 
and concur in the House bill. That can be 
done while the House is engaged in trans- 
acting other business. When the revenue 
and primary. election bills have been dis- 
posed of no Democrat can allege that the 
special session was in vain. Whatever it 
may cost will be made good to the people 
many times over by a decent assessment 
system in Chicago. 

The Senate should not reject the House 
bill, which is so much better than its own. 
Nor should it attempt to tinker it by in- 
sisting on the Town Assessors. If it 
does the House will not concur, and the re- 
sult might be the defeat of the bill. It 
should be ordered to a third reading, un- 
amended, this week.

civilization is being demonstrated by its 
present attitude toward Crete. Russia, Eng- 
land, France, and Italy are now anxious that 
Prince George of Greece should be appointed 
Governor of Crete, and are becoming in- 
sistent in their demands upon the Sultan for 
his consent.

of Greece, which the halting, palavering 
policy of Salisbury drove to certain defeat. 
Salisbury proclaimed that same defeat as 
a justification of his policy, yet subsequent 
events have proved the opposite. Truckling 
pusillanimity never won in the long run, and 
England with its mighty fleet finds itself 
playing second fiddle in the “ concert.” 


THE opponents of civil service in Congress 
have done a good deal of talking, but their 
time for crowing has not arrived. Wher 
it does it may mean a different kind of crow 
than they bargain for, if Tuesday's vote in 
the House is to be taken as an indication.

The Indian is not poor, but, like the poor, 
he is always with us, and is always costing 
us money. In fact, the red man, though 
steadily diminishing in number, is constantly 
growing more expensive. In 1870 there were 
400,000 Indians in the country. In 1890 there 
were only 249,273. Today there are hardly 
230,000. Seventeen years ago—in 1S881—the 
Indian appropriations were $4,535,538. Nine 
years ago, in 1889, they were $5,401,350. For 
1898 they are to be $7,527,204. 

The white people of the country, who foot 
these bills, are willing that the Indian shall 
be treated fairly. They recognize that he 
has a claim on the government for reason- 
able protection, but they do not desire to 
squander money on him. They have no 
money to waste. There are Indians in the 
Indian Territory who have grown rich on 
the government's bounty and are still draw- 
ing it regularly. The treaties that have been 
made with some of the tribes will have to be 
honored, of course, and these call for annual 
payments of money; but the appropriations 
should be kept down to the lowest limit. 

The truth is that the people—the West- 
ern people especially—are growing tired of 
supporting the redskin in idleness. They 
want the government to break up his tribal 
relations and put him to work for his living. 
They do not maintain the healthy and strong 
of their own color shiftlessness, and the 
burden of supporting the lazy, filthy Indians 
as public charges is becoming irksome. 
Many of them have become sufficiently civil- 
ized to earn good livings if they would, but 
they will not do so as long as they are per- 
mitted to live on the government. Instead 
of growing larger the appropriations for 
their support should become gradually but 
steadily smaller. 

The Indian is a nuisance any way you 
take him, and the less expensive a nuisance 
is made to be the more satisfactory the 
method of dealing with it. There’have been 
too much sentiment and too little practical 
sense in the government's treatment of its 
red It time that the ex- 
pensive nonsense should stop.—Kangas 
Journal.

icism but with a grain of truth, has been 
commenting upon the gigantic pension swin- 
die in the United States. What it has to 
say is of interest, because, while it is far 
enough away to speak impartially, it is yet 
near enough to have a clear view of our 
domestic affairs: 

The United States government has the prover- 
bial elephant on its hands in the shape of the 
wonderful pension law. Pensioners, direct and in- 
direct, are not a majority of the people, but they 
evidently outnumber those who take an active’ 


interest in guarding the public Treasury. As a 


consequence, the politician who undertakes to 
suppress the pension evil is certain to give more 
offense than satisfaction. That is sufficient to 
warn off the average representative, and that is, 
unfortunately, the only variety capable of getting 


elected. One in every seventy of the population ( 


is a pensioner, and one family in every fourteet- 
draws a pension. Evidently the pension party 
must hold an easy balance of power betwees 
Democrats and Republicans. The total paymente 
of pensions in 1871 reached $83,077,888, about 


$8,000,000. mcre than the total.customs and ex- 7 


cise revenue of the Dominion. This was regarded 
as high-water mark. A gradual decline ensued, 
and it wa: thought by optimists that the pension- 
ers would die out. The expenditure fell at the 
rate of about :$1,000,000 a year till 1878, the total 
for that year being $26,844,415. But it seemed as 
much an impossibility for the pensioners t> die 
off as for their guardians, the protected industries, 
to maintain theniselves. The forces which pro- 
mooted the pensions were potent to maintain 
them. There was a danger that the Treasury 
would w fat and that taxation would be low- 
ered. ad the rate of decrease been maintained 
the yearly expenditure for pensions would now 
be about $7,000,000. Instead of that it is more 
than twenty times that amount. 


There are now more names on the pension rolls |!” 


than were ever on the army rolls at one time dur- 
ing the war, and the number threatens to increase. 
The ch@f influence maintaining this ridiculous 
distribution of public money is the protective tar- 
iff. If the revenues were raised by direct taxa- 
tion the pensian swindle would have a short and 
anything but a merry life. . But the protective 
tariff! compels the taxpayer to contribute both 
to the revenue and the protected interests, these 
latter being consequently’ desirous of keeping tax- 
ation as high as possible. To keep taxation hich 
is a simple matter. All that ts necessary is to 
waste public money. Perhaps the distribution of 
pensions,among all classes of the community is 
the least harmful way of accomplishing the end 
in view. The money does not go to swell big 
fortunes, but is diffused among the consuming 
classes. It imposes on the industrious the burden 
of maintaining, or partly maintaining, a swarm 
of idlers, but does not at the same time cause 


stagnation and enforced idleness by diverting “~ 


wealth to few hands. The desire to reward the 
soldiers who fought in the war and the desire to 


make the taxes as heavy as possible emanate — 


from widely different impulses, but have com- 


bined to impose the pension abomination on the © 


people of the United States. If men had not ceased 
to wonder at any financial escapade on the part 
of that remarkable nation, this freak of publie

Witnesses for the State in the case in 
which’ Theodore Schintz and Ernest Wede- 
kind are charged with embezzling $40,000 
from the administrator of the estate of 
Franz Ertel gave testimony in Judge 
Waterman's court yesterday tending to 
show that even prior to the death of Ertel 


. the defendants began planning to secure 
possession of his securities and valuables. 


>’ There are counts of larceny as well as of 


‘ embezzlement against both, and Assistant 
State’s Attorney Olson indicated to the court 
that the State will stand on the broad ground 
of larceny in fighting the case. 

-The testimony covered the period of time 
between the beginning of Franz Ertel’s last 
ilinéss and the assignment of Theodore 
Schintz. 

-W. F. Tempel of Tempel, Schiller & Co. 
testified that Ertel had an office with him, 
and that when he found Ertel ill one day, 
fearing he was likely to die, he called in 
Schintz, knowing the latter had performed 
legal services for Ertel's sister prior td 
her death some vears before. 

Felix W. Klemm, a neighbor of Mr. Er- 
tel, who lived alane at 130 La Salle avenue, 
said that durimg Ertel’s illness Wedekind 
came to the house and ransacked drawers 


and other places where papers were kept, 
but did not speak to Ertel, though the latter 


at times was conscious. 

Nicholas Prussing testified that he was 
at Ertel’s house assisting in caring for the 
sick man when Wedekind came, and that 
Wedekind carried away the keys to cabi- 
nets in which Ertel kept his papers After 
Ertel’s death, Prussing said he had em- 
‘ployed an undertaker, and later Wedekind 
came and brought another undertaker, who 
assumed charge of affairs instead. Wede- 
kind, he declared, also hired detectives to 
guard the house and allow no one to enter. 


Testimony of Ertel’s Brother. 


The most interesting testimony was that 


of Dr., Rudolph Vampill, a broth*r of Franz 


Ertel, whose rightful name is Rudolph Er- 


_tel, but who adopted the name Vampill 
forty years ago in order to make use of a 
passport out of Havana issued in the name 
of Vamplill. He testified that he received 
notice by telegram from Schintz of his 

“brother’s death and came to Chicago from 
his home at Lumberton, N. C., arriving the 

day of the funeral;that Schintz ‘‘took charge 

of him” all the time he was in Chicago, 

. rode with bim in the carriage to the funeral, 

_ dined him at Kinsley’s day after day, and 


advised. him with reference to the estate. 


“He toki> me,” said the witness, “‘ that 
it would be better for me not to have the 
estate handled by the public administrator, 
‘as that would be too expensive. -He said he 
had a friend named Eckstein who was finan- 
cially responsible, and-that $40,000 of Eck- 
stein’s securities were in his vaults. He 
*iso said he and Wedekind would go on 
Mckstein’s bond, and that each of them had 
more than my brother’s estate was worth.” 
Dr. VYampill also testified that he had 
learned.upon coming into court on Monday 
_ fast that Felix W. Klemm had been given a 
message for him by Franz Ertel as the 
latter was tying, no cne else being present. 
Kiemm testified he had tried to see Vampill 
when the latter was here to attend the fu- 
- meral, but that Wedekind and Schintz had 
prevented a meeting, saying Vampi!l would 


see no one. 


Eckstein, who had been represented to 
Vampill as a responsible person to choose 


as administrator, swore that he had no 
_ property when appointed administrator. He 
-8aid he had acted all through in accordance 


with the advice of Schintz. He gave the

he as administrator had indorsed and 
_Schintz later had sold: He said he often 
went to Schintz’s office end signed without 


examining them whatever Papers in the 


estate Schintz said needed his signature. 
His Demand Dishonored. 


‘After Schintz’s assignment, the witness 
said, he made demand for the Ertel securi- 
‘ties or proceeds therefrom, but secured 
nothing. The witness also testified that 
when hé saw Schintz on this occasion the

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


-EAST-BOUND ROADS AGAIN CHARGED 


WITH SECRET RATE CUTTING. 


Details of the Accusations and the 
Lines Involved — Present Tariffs 
Deemed Too High—E. D. Kenna and 
Paul Morton Made Respectively 
First and Second Vice-Presidents 
of the Santa Fe—Excursion Fares 
Considered — Trandportation Notes. 


East-bound roads from Chicago are again 
charged with secret rate cutting. ‘The Star 
Union lire, it is said, is carrying grain from 
Chicago to New York at a 15-cent rate. The 
Erie, in connection with the Norfolk and 
Western, is accused of taking grain to Nor- 
folk via Columbus, O., at a rate of 10 cents 
a hundred pounds. The Lake Shore and Le- 
high Valley roads are said to be taking grain 
to Philadelphia at a 13-cent rate, and the 


_Michigan Central is accused of having been 


in the market for several days past taking 
grain both to New York and Boston at a 


rate of 16 cents a hundred pounds. The. 


Baltimore and Ohio, Wabash, and Grand 
Trunk roads, it is said, are meeting the com- 
petition. 

Most of the grain being shipped East from 
this city is said to be corn and oats. Con- 
siderable flour is also being forwarded, ow- 
ing to the low rates made by the Chicago- 
St. Paullines. Little wheat is being shipped, 
however, and it does not transpire that any 
of the Leiter grain has gone out lately. 
Most of this grain, it is said, will be shipped 
East when navigation opens so as to get the 


benefit of the low lake rates. 


A general break in east-bound rates has 
been looked for since shipments commenced 


to fall off seriously two or three weeks ago. 
The present tariffs are considered too high, 
and in consequence a movement of grain 
and provisicns from Chicago to the gulf 
ports has set in. About a weck ago a propo- 
sition was made to reduce the rates to the 
East in order to meet the gulf competition, 
but the Board of Managers of the Joint 
Traffic asso@iation refused to qptertain it. 


Kenna and Morton Go Higher. © 
D. Kenna, General Solicitor of the

Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé, was yes- 


terday elected First Vice Prsident of the

Detroit, Mich., Feb. 2.—Governor Pingree 
took steps today toward bringing a suit to 
compel the Michigan Central to carry all 
passengers at two cents a mile. He de- 
manded a ticket to Ypsilanti at the legal 
two-cent rate and then paid the full three- 
cent fare under protest. The suit already 
pending to compel the Michigan Central to 
sell 1,000-mile tickets for $20 is not 
broad enough for the Governor, as the win- 
ning of it would benefit only those who have’ 
the $20 to pay for mileage books. The second 
suit, he agserts, will be for the benefit of the 
= people, who pay for just the ride they 
get. ‘ | 


Decision Is Adverse to Railroads. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., Feb. 2.—In the case of 
The Interstate Commerce Commission vs. 
The East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
Railway Company and sixteen other roads 
United States Judge Severns delivered his 
decision today. The decision was adverse to 
the railroads. An order was issued requir- 
ing the railroads to at once make Chat- 
tanooga’s rates the same as those to Nash- 
ville. The Judge held that the evidence 
showed that the interstate commerce act 
had been violated in many ways and that 
Chattanooga had been grossly discriminated 
against.

MAY RAID THE TIGER 


Elmhurst Citizens Are Op- 
posed to a Poolroom. 


RUNNING IN FULL BLAST. 


Hints That the Resort May Be 
Gotten Rid Of by Fire. 


INJUNCTION IS TALKED OF. 


Elmhurst is to be purged of gambling, but 
the manner in which it is to be done has not 
yet been fixed upon. ,. People around the 
town hint that it may be by fire, as hap- 
pened once before, but the town and county 
officials talk of warrants, raids, and injunc- 
tions as the best means of ridding the peace- 
ful suburb of its poolroom. 

Meanwhile, the betting is going on at a 
brisk rate at “‘ Maple Leaf Park,” the big 
frame building, which resembles an icehouse 
more than anything else. Twospecial trains 
yesterday carried 600 people, all of whom 
scouted the idea of a raid, and some inti- 
mated that the proprietors of the place had 
“pull” enough to keep running in spite of 
the storm of protests from the citizens. 

The gamblers have made one concession to 
the feelings of the townspeople. No one 
from Elmhurst is permitted to enter the 
poolroom. A man who is well acquainted 
with all the citizens is posted in a position 
to watch the entrance, and several men 
have already been refused admittance. 


Injunction Is Disposed Of. 


That the poolroom is open at all is causing 
the town officers feelings of chagrin. For 
nearly a year an injunction issued by the 
Du Page County Circuit Court has been 
hanging over the owners of the park, and it 
was disposed of in a neat way. 

‘“‘We fought this matter all over a year 


ago,” said President Glos of the village 


yesterday, ‘‘ and finally secured an injunc- 
tion which we thought ended the matter. 
The poolroom had been raided, and more 
than a dozen men, operators and employés, 
were fined by the court. They promised to 
abandon their house for all time, and their 


fines were remitted. Then the injunction 


was obtained, restraining them from doing 
business in the county. But a short time 
ago they went to the attorney who had rep- 
resented us in obtaining the injunction and 
engaged his services. Then, although we 
had told him that we wisheed the injunction 
to stand, he went into court and had the in- 
junction set aside on the payment of the 
costs. Of course he could do this, as he was 
our attorney. This was about ten days ago, 
and before we realized what it meant we 
received news that the poolroom was to be 
reopened. 


May Be Made Permanent. 


“IT am not certain but what that same in- 
junction can be révived and made permanent 
even now, but this matter will be taken up 
later. As the park is outside of the village 
limits, it rests with the county offittals to 
take the first step toward ousting the gam- 
blers. There was a meeting of the village 
trustees at my office last night, and we de- 
cided to allow them to proceed.

There is evidently some misunderstanding 
between the Elmhurst people and the coun- 
ty officers, for State’s Attorney Slusser last 
night disclaimed any knowledge of an in- 
tended raid. 

‘““No one has been to me with any com- 
plaint as yet,”’ he said, “ and until it is done, 
I cannot go ahead with any warrants. I un- 
derstand Mr. Glos called at my Office today, 
but I was away at the time. No, I have no 
idea when any move will be made.” 


CLAIMS A PERPETUAL RIGHT. 


C. L. Bonney Finds Comfort for Street 
Railways in a Court of Ap- 
peals 


The street’ railway managers who have 
advocated the theory that their rights are 
perpetual to streets in which their tracks 
are laid profess to find encouragenient ina 
recent decision of the United States Court 
of Appeals touching a case of the City of 
Richmond vs. the Bell Telephone company. 
Charles L. Bonney, Vice President of the 
Chicago General railway company, sent out 
a circular letter to all the street railway 
companies of Illinois, im which he says: 

‘*T desire to direct your anger to the 
telegraphic report published in this morn- 
Senger Ba of the decision of the United 
States Court of Appeals in the case of the 
City of Richmond vs, the Bell Telephone 
company. The case involves the act of 
Congress of 1886 declaring that the streets 
of a city are post roads of the United States. 
The Bell Telephone company charter hav- 
ing expired, the city exercised its stipulated 
right to revoke it, but was enjoined from 
interfering with the company’s poles and 
wires. The effect of the decision is to modi- 
fy the injunction so as to prevent the city 
from dfiving the company from its streets, 
but the city is to retain its police power over 
the same. : 

‘This decision of the federal courts is in 


‘harmony. with the suggestions of the un- 


dersigtied sent to you with the ninety-nine 
year extension bill, proposed for the next 
Legislature, and makes the distinction be- 
tween the physical property of the company 
in the street and the police regulations of 
the use of the property. This decision will 
be found very useful in educating the public 
to the law as it is, and it should be carefully 
considered by all street railway associations 
in Illinois*before the meeting of the State 
association in Chicago in May.”’ 


ANTI - ANNEXATIONISTS WIN. 


The Nebraska Beet Sugar Association at 
Its Annual Meeting Adopts a Res- 
olution Instructing Senators. ) 


“Omaha, Neb., Feb. 2.—[Special.]—Most of 
the time of the annual meeting of the Ne- 
braska Beet Sugar association Tuesday was 
consumed in an animated wrangle between 
those opposing and favoring the annexation 
of Hawail. Henry Meyer of Omaha intro- 
duced the following: 

*“* Resolved, That the annexation of the 
Hawaiian Islands to the United States would 
be a serious injury to the growth of the 
beet sugar industry in this country, that it 
involves danger to the welfare of the re- 
public, and that our Senators are requested 
to vote against it.’”’ 

The opposition to its passage was led by 
ex-Governor John M. Thayer and W. W. 
Young of Stanton, while its adoption was 
warmly urged by President R. M. Allen, 
Herbert Myrick, editor of the American 
Agriculturist, Edward Rosewater of the 
Bee, and Henry T. Clarke and H. F. Mc- 
Intosh of Omaha. 

The opposition insisted that the small 
quantity of sugar produced by these islands, 
about 250,000 tons per year, would not have 
any appreciable effect upon the* production 
of the Nebraska article. 

The resolution was adopted by a vote of 
two to one.

| KEHOE FOR THE DEFENSE 


ATTORNEY ADDRESSES THE JURY IN 
BEHALF OF LUETGERT. 
—— 


Argues from the Doctrine of Proba- 
bilities That the Murder Theory 
Enunciated by the Prosecution Is 
Inconsistent with Known Facts of 
Human Nature—Leaves Denuncia- 
tion of the Police for the Senior 
Counsel—M. J. Riese Follows Today. 


Attorney John E. Kehoe of counsei for A. 
L. Luetgert argued yesterday from the doc- 
trine of probabilities that the murder theory 


‘enunciated by the prosecution was incon- 


sistent with known facts of human nature. 
Mr. Kehoe spoke all day,but did not conclude. 
He said he would require only a short time 
this morning. Attorney Max J. Riese will 
speak the remainder of the day. 

Mr. Kehoe followed Mr. McEwen’s exam- 
ple in adopting the conversational method 
for the greater part of his speech. He did 
not attempt to exhaust the evidence, but 
selected certain phases which he had well 
in hand. He left dentinciation of the police 
to the lawyer who-will close for the defense, 
contenting himself‘with attempting to show 
that an officer who had formed a theory of 
guilt might reconcile it with his notions of 
duty to accept dishonest testimony and 
coach witnesses into twisting and warping 
facts so that they would be available against 


the defendant. He attempted to show that 
ignorant witnesses under police influence 


and drawing from $6 to $20 a week from 


the county might be gradually coaxed and 
coached into testifying to matters for which 
‘there was only a slender basis of fact. 


He thought it was odd that it should be 
brought out at the end of the trial that 
Louis Luetgert told Policemen Dean and 
Qualey that his mother’s rings would not 
come off her finger, and he thought it was 
equally strange that they had the talk with 
Louis about three hours before the rings 
were found in the vat. The rings were ad- 
mitted to be the crucial point of the case. 
Mr. Kehoe asked what would be more nat- 
ural than for Mrs. Luetgert, in case she 
meant to leave her husband, to give the rings 
to Mueller or to throw them aside so that 
she might never again be reminded of her 
husband, 

“Which,” he demanded of the jury, “ is 
more probable, that some one besides Mrs. 
Luetgert or the defendant placed the rings 
in the vat or that a man who has deliberately 
planned a cruel murder would fafl to remove 
from the vat these most conspicuous evi- 
dences of guilt?’ 

Mr. Kehoe expressed contempt for expert 
testimony as a whole and that of the State’s 
experts in particular. He spoke of the trip 
to the factory in the patrol wagon, the half 
dozen policemen leaping out at the gate, too 
impatient to ride inside, and the discovery 
of the hairpin near the salthouse. 

“Having found the hairpin, they loaded 
it into the wagon and drove back in tri- 
umph to the station,’””’ Mr. Kehoe declared. 
“It is true they carried some other things 
with them, but they do not figure in the 
case.”’ 

He closed with a strong passage, in which 
the jury were called upon to recall how 
Lady Macbeth’s crime tortured her memory, 
her belief that her hands still dropped blood 
which no water would ever wash away, and 
her suspicion that the murder had been dis- 


covered. 


** That is human nature,’’ he said. “‘ Now, 
it is inconceivable that Mr. Luetgert would 
have failed repeatedly to visit the basement 
after his crime to destroy or hide every 
scrap of evidence of his guilt, to carefully 
sift the ashes, and to gather up affl destroy 
the incriminating corset steels and the bony 
sediment. Is it possible that a man, after 
committing such a crime, would fail to re- 
move the bung from the vat and take out 
everything it contained? Gentlemen, it is 
not consistent with what you and I know 
apewt human nature to suppose such a 

ng.”’ 


CLAIMED BY HIS YOUNG WIDOW. 


Body of Frank 8. Wright, the Confessed 
Embezzler and Suicide, to Be In- 
terred at Dixon. 


It remained for the young and pretty 
widow of Frank 8S. Wright, the confessed 
embezzler and suicide, to claim his body 
after his father, brother, and other relatives 
had been apprised of his fate, and had failed 
to reply to the telegrams addressed them 
asking what disposition they wished made 
of the body. The Chicago newspapers ap- 
prised her at her home in Dixon, Ii1., of her 
husband’s death, and together with her 
father, Andrew Smith, who is a contractor, 
she came at once to the city. They identi- 
fied the body as that of her husband, after 
which she repaired to Rogers Park, where 
Wright's only sister, Mrs. Walter R. Mc- 
Gann, lives, where she remained during the 
rest of the day. 

The fact that Wright was married came as 
a surprise to his friends here. Manager To- 
bin of the Collier Publishing company had 
no intimation of the fact of his marriage 
until he admitted the same in connection 
with his confession. Mr. Tobin said Wright 
admitted the marriage was a secret one, 
owing to the fact that Miss Smith’s father 
was opposed to the match. The marriage 
took place a few weeks ago at Monroe, Wis. 
Wright's wife, who was Miss Mae Smith, is 
only 20 years of age, and is one of the belles 
of Dixon. Wright’s attentions to her soon 
became ‘marked, but her father sought to 
induce his daughter to give up the young 
man. The two continued to correspond, 
however, and meet clandestinely, with the 
result of their final marriage. : 

The Goroner’s jury found that Wright died 
of shock and hemorrhage, due to a bullet 
wound, but were unable to determine wheth- 
er the wound had been received accidentally 
or otherwise. 

Wright wasa ted for embezzlement by 
Constable A. . Eckert of Justice Lyon’s 
court in the Rand-McNally Building on 
Tuesday. The constable testified that he 
had granted his prisoner the privilege of 
ealling at the Deming Hotel for letters and 
telegrams, and that he was descending the 
hotel stairs in advance of Wright when he 
heard a shot. He stated that in its fall 
Wright's body sent him headlong down the 
steps and out of the glass doors to rege street 


‘landing. 


Wright's remains will be sent to Dixon, IIL, 
where the interment will take place. 


RELICS OF CITY OF BABYLON. 


Dr. Hilprecht of Philadelphia Makes 
Valuable Historical Discoveries in 
the Sultan’s Museum. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 2.—[Special.]—The 
Rey. Dr. Herman V. Hilprecht, Professor 
of Assyrian and Comparative Semitic Phil- 
osophy at the University of Pennsylvania, 
has just returned home from Constantino- 
ple, where for several months past he has 
been engaged in the reorganization of the 
Babylonian section of the Imperial Museum 
of Turkey. He examined 180 cases of sar- 
cophagi, pottery, antiquities, both gold and 
silver and of every kind and condition. 
Bricks, statues, and some 13,000 cuneiform 
tablets were included. Among these tablets 
are a number of the greatest importance, 
which present a peculiar shape, differing 
from those of a later time and going back 
to the fifth millennium B..C., which can 
be proven on archeological and palaco- 
graphical evidence, and these may be re- 
garded as the grounds of the latest results. 

Among other points which are set at rest 
by the deciphering of these tablets is the 
conclusion which Assyriologists had arrived 
at upon other grounds, that Darjus lived 
after and not before Artaxerxes.
